Condition(s) or Limitation(s) of Permit Reportedly Violated:

Waste Industries, Inc. failed to comply with special condition 10 b. of its November 10, 2002 permit,
which states, “The creation rmt1 gation must be initiated simultaneously or prior to any impacts to the
permitted wetland areas,” ‘and that “all [mltlgatlon] work must be completed within 30 days of the
completion of filling the project wetland area.’

Description of the Nature df the Violation(s):

Waste Industries, Inc. constructed the landfill facility in wetlands without complying with this permit

condition. Waste Industrles Inc only recently completed construction of the required compensatory
mitigation work.

I propose to assess a Class 1 Admmlstratlve Penalty agalnst the permittee in this case for $5,000;
however, this proposal is subject to revision in the interest of justice after all evidence and comments
have been received and reéviewed. The amount that may be assessed as a Class I Administrative Penalty
may not exceed $11,000 per ;nd1v1dual violation or a maximum amount of $27,500.
